London, March 18.—A political crisis of the first magnitude has 
been created by the retirement of Rt. Hon. Andrew Bonar Law 
from the Lloyd George Cabinet, it is declared by Tbe London Times. 
Other newspapers, while less emphatic, agree in saying that Mr. 
Bonar Law's resignation is certain to have considerable political 
effect and that it probably will materially weaken the coalition 
Government. It is pointed out that no successor to Mr. Law is 
likely to work so well with Mr. Lloyd George, and The Graphic 
e\en suggests that if Mr. Lloyd George is called upon to face the 
prospect of unsympathetic association, he may find the strain of 
office intolerable and follow Mr. Law into retirement.

This is what the Hon. John Hart, Minister of Finance, told thr 
Legislature last night in his budget speech, which took him more 
than two hours to deliver. 

But if taxation is not to be increased, there must be the most 
rigid economy in expenditure, Hon. Mr. Hart explained. 

“This entails refusal of many outlays which the residents of 
one part of the Province or another t hink requisite, and which 
probably would be quite proper if our revenue permitted, but in 
the pursuance of our policy we have no alternative but refusal, ” 
he said. ' . - 

"In our private affairs we all have 
practise economy under present 
circumstances. The necessity 

is apparent in the municipal ahd 
Provincial field. 

Boom Burdens Hang On 
"As the Premier has frequently 
pointed out, ’groduce and Save’ must 
be our motto if we are (o continue 
to develop as a people along sahe 
lines. 

"The burdens which we assumed 
Provincially and municipally during 
the boom years are now seriously 
1 ampereing us in the financing of 
necessary development works, and l he 
situation is one which requires the 
most careful handling by adminis¬ 
trators and the earnest co-operation 
of all citizens. 

"As a Province we must continue 
along the lines of keeping ordinary 
expenditures within the revenue, bor¬ 
rowing only for reproductive pur¬ 
poses." 

Increased Charges Opposed 

The Government will have to col¬ 
lect $14,000,000 to meet fixed charges 
before there are any funds for public 
works or other necessary outlays, Hon. 
Mr. Hart explained. 

“I am reluctantly led to the con¬ 
clusion that If further charges are 
made upon the Treasury there will 
be no alternative but to Increase 
taxation at the end of the present 
year." he added. 

Surplus Predicted 
For the current year, there will be 
a surplus. Hon. Mr. Hart predicted 
For the year ending March 31, 1920. 
revenue exceeded expenditure on 
current account by $2,293,600. This 
was $351,330 in excess of expenditure 
on current and capital accounts 
combined.

GERMANS DISCUSS

Armenian Killed Former Turk¬ 
ish Grand Vizier 

Berlin. March 18. — (Associated 
Press).—A lively dlscuaslon has^arlsen 
as to whether Salomon Telllran, the 
Armenian who assassinated former 
Grand Vizier Talaat Pasha of Turkey 
Tuesday, should be executed by de¬ 
cree of the German courts. Telllran 
has confessed and there were many 
witnesses of the crime. 

While the crime was Inspired by 
political motives, it is argued that 
it cannot be regarded as a political 

• crime under international usage, and 

• the German courts therefore must 
pass on the murder of the man who 
the Entente officials demanded some 
time ago should be tried for whole¬ 
sale Armenian deportations and mas¬ 
sacres In Asia Minor. 

Although the Osrroan law provides 
the death penalty for ipurderers. 
President Ebert has always commut¬ 
ed death sentences to life frnprison- 
ment because of opposition by the 
ttociallsts to capital punishment. 

Talaat Pasha and Enver Pasha, 
former Turkish Minister of War, who 
is now reported to be in Moscow, 
differed greatly as to the attitude the 
Young Turks and the Nationalists 
who are now directing the Angora 
Government in Turkey should take 
toward the Government of Nikolia 
Lamlne. Talaat did not favor the 
extreme Communistic principles of 
the Soviet Government.

STOUTLY UPHELD 

Declaration in Legislature of 
New Brunswick

Commons Told of Tasks Con- Estimates Passed by House 
fronting Canada of Commons 

Minister AskTTor a Frank I '°" don M »" h ,, -' rh * Hou “ of 
Discussion 


Ottawa, March 18 —Before an at¬ 
tentive House, Hon. J. D. Reid, Min¬ 
ister of Railways, yesterday mad# 
his annual statement on the operation 
of the Canadian Government rail¬ 
ways. He showed In detail statistics 
that the operating deficit, including 
fixed charges, on Government lines 
last year was $69,593,441, in com¬ 
parison with an operating deficit in 
1919 of $48,242,536. The increased 
loss of $21,000,000 was attflbuted to 
increased expenditures on payrolls, 
fuel materials, equipment and sup¬ 
plies. 

Future. 

What of the future? Dr. Reid 
asked. It wan estimated that tho 
deficit for 1921, exclusive of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, would be $60,- 
892,720. Dr. Reid Instanced the case 
of British and United States rail¬ 
ways to show that the results ob¬ 
tained in Canadian National lines 
were no worse. But, he admitted, It 
would be a serious matter to have 
increased taxation for railways in 
Canada to the extent of |50,000,000 
or $70,000,000. Nor could he see 
much hope of any management ma¬ 
terially reducing the ions on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and Transcon¬ 
tinental railways for some years, yet 
he added, “I do feel that the losses 
on the other portions of the road can 
be reduced, and must be, very mater¬ 
ially every year." 

Goats. 

"In carrying on maintenance," said 
Dr. Reid, dealing with last years 
operations, "the management ex¬ 
plains that the cost of many mater¬ 
ials and supplies had Increased very 
much over 1919. They also stats 
that prices of equipment advanced 
greatly, all of which have added and 
will continue to add to the coat of 
operation. 

"In a word, out of every dollar we 
earned we had to pay 75 cents for 
operating wages and 20 cents for 
fuel, leaving 5 cents for. other re¬ 
quirements, which totaled 29 cents."

Dealing with 1921 estimates before 
the House. Dr. Reid said that man¬ 
agement figured on reductions and 
economics. Train services would be 
curtailed, maintenance forces reduced 
and other economies practiced. A 
readjustment was expected in the 
prices of materials and also In wage 
schedules and working conditions. 
New $1,850. 

Rate increases had been given 
from time to time In an effort to 
meet the increased cost of operation 
under the McAdoo and United States 
Board awards, under which the aver¬ 
age wage per employee of the Can¬ 
adian National system was now 
$1,850, as compared with $700 before 
the war. As a result, the operating 
pay roll last year was $88,506,072, as 
compared with $40,060,170 in 1917. In 
addition, wages on capital work re¬ 
quired $12,822,045, making a total 
payrool of $95,727,117. 

4} B. C. Suffer*. 

These figures, the Minister stated, 
Justified an inynedlate discussion be¬ 
tween employees and management. 
As an illustration of the effect of 
high frolght rates, pr. Reid said that 
lumber and timber grown and manu¬ 
factured in the Province of British 
Columbia were no logger being 
brought to Ontario, owing to high 
freight rates, thus injuring British 
Columbia and the country as a whole. 
It was Impossible for British Colum¬ 
bia to grow and ship fruit and lumber 
with the present high rates of 
freight. The prairie provinces must 
live from the products of the soil. 
They could not produce wheat and 
other products on their farms and 
ship to foreign markota if these high 
freight rates were to continue Inde¬ 
finitely. If production and manufac¬ 
ture of natural products was hind¬ 
ered. the development of the country 
would b# delayed. 

Grand Trunk. 

As to the Grand Trunk Railway, 
which tjie Government is to take over, 
the company, in 1920, fell short $8,- 
568,091 of meeting interest on fixed 
charges. The Grand Trunk, however, 
had to pay $8,886,000 to employees 
for back pay between May 1 and Sep¬ 
tember 1, when no increases fty 
freight rates had been allowed. Bift 
the figure of $8,668,091 did not take 
Into account a loss of 819,817,178 on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, a subsidiary 
to the Grand Trunk, for whiQfc the 
Grand Trunk was responsible. The 
loss on the Grand Trunk P&clfie had 
been included in the deficit of last 
year on Government lines of $89.- 
698,44L 

Hope. 

Dr. Reid closed with a note ef 
hope. He had presented the dark 
side, but he was still a firm believer 
in ths success of the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways. Success depended 
on how they would be managed. 

“The question is too big to be a 
political football." he urged, appeal¬ 
ing for frank discussion. The prob¬ 
lem would require Joint action by the 
management and employees. "Un¬ 
less." he criticised, "some action is 
taken not only to reduce the loss oc¬ 
curring each year, but also to place 
th* railways a position to reduce 
the freight rates. I am sure the future 
advancement of the country will be 
seriously Interfered with."

— Canadian 
Pacific Railway earnings for th* 
week ended March 14 were $3,176,000, 
an Increase of $46,000 


London, March 18.—The House of 
Commons last night passed the naval 
estimates for 1921-22. The estimates 
amount to £91,188,869 gross and 
£82.479,000 net 

In introducing the naval estimates, 
the Secretary of the Admiralty em¬ 
phasised the economies effected, 
which, he said, were *ot a matter for 
the Admiralty, but a policy which the 
Government had deliberately adopted. 

Lord Lee, First Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, In his speech on Wednesday 
had done his utmost, the secretary | 
declared, not exactly to hold out the 
olive branch to the United^ States, but 
at all events to show that in "our 
ffolicy we are restricting ourselves en- j 
tlroly to the maintenance of the one- 
power standard, and that standard a 
highly efficleht one, such as would 
maintain the old traditions of the 
British navy.” 

In order to effect further economies, I 
said Sir James Craig, arrangements | 
had been made to restrict to the j 
greatest possible extent consistent | 
with efficiency, the steaming of the 
various squadrons, and If political j 
considerations did not make such 
calls upon the navy as to prevent this, 
it was Intended to reduce fuel allow¬ 
ances to a degree which would en¬ 
able the Admiralty to show a saving 
of £900.000. 

Capital Ships. 

Besides replacing four obsolete ves¬ 
sels with new capital ships of ths 
Hood Class, embodying all the lessons 
of the war, the Admiralty proposed to 
build a submarine minelayer combin¬ 
ing all the latest developments. The 
views of the naval staffs regarding 
the Importance of capital ships as 
the unit of power remained un¬ 
changed. 

If the House of Commons author- 
led a vote for £2,500,000 for the new 
ships, said the secretary, all four 
would be laid down in the next twelve 
months, but it would be impossible to 
get very far ahead with them until 
late In the Fall, and there could not 
be any supplementary estimates. 

Aircraft, he asserted, were much 
more a danger to the submarine than 
to the battleship. For instance, al¬ 
though the Allies had five^days in 
which to bomb the ‘Turk1sW<Xlprman 
cruiser Goeben when she struck a 
mine at Gallipoli, they managed to 
hit her only twice.

Few Hunting Accidents. 

Fortunately, says the report, few 
fatalities occurred during the hunt¬ 
ing season, through the use of fire¬ 
arms. Four perrfbns were killed and 
six injured, three seriously. One 
man was mistaken for a deer and kill¬ 
ed; another was Injured in the same 
way. Accidental discharge of shot¬ 
guns killed two and Injured two; ac¬ 
cidental discharge of rifles Injured 
two persons, while one man was shot 
while deer-hunting and another in¬ 
jured. 

Provincial police are all deputy 
game wardens, ex-officlo. There are 
182 of-these officers, with 44/Speclal- 
ly detailed for game conservation 
work. Dr Baker says that splendid 
results have been obtained, and a 
statement included in the report, and 
prepared by the chief game warden. 
W. G. McMynn, shows that there 
were 260 convictions for infractions 
of the Game Act in 1920.

Fine Reports at Annual Meet¬ 
ing; Hearst Publications 
Again Discussed 

Evidence that the Imperial Order of 
the Daughters of the Empire in Vic¬ 
toria have suffered no relaxation of 
their eff 9 rts throughout the trying 
period of reconstruction after the war 
was shown by the excellent reports 
tendered at the annual meeting of the 
Municipal Chapter yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

803 Members. 

The report of the honorary secre¬ 
tary, Mrs. David Miller, is a record 
of much achievement, revealing the 
wide scope of the Order’s work in this 
district. To-day the primary chap¬ 
ters in Victoria number seventeen, 
with eight Junior chapters nnd a total 
membership of 803. During 1920 the 
primary chapters raised the splendid 
sum of $15,295.34—a wonderful accom¬ 
plishment in view of the ban on tag 
days which existed last year. 

Of the various standing committees, 
the Patriotic Service Committee con¬ 
tinued its meritorious work among 
the widows and orphans, of soldiers 
and sailors, giving help where it was 
needed- In this connection tribute 
was paid to the committees of the 
*Y. M. C. A. and the Rotary Club for 
their interest In '’fathering" the boys 
of fallen soldiers, who are being given 
a chance to "make good." Twenty 
cases were assisted during the year, 
the sum of $1,176.89 being used for this 
purpose. 

Many Activities. 

The achievements of the House and! 
Relief Committee* were also touched 
upon by Mrs. Miller. Alexandra Rose 
Day collection netted $682 for local 
charities, while a collection for the 
Navy League on Trafalgar Day re¬ 
sulted In the raising of $394. Various 
historical anniversaries, including the 
250th anniversary of the founding of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, were 
commemorated by tho Order, while 
addresses on topics of local and na¬ 
tional interest were given during the 
year by prominent speakers. Mrs 1 
F. H. Mayhew, treasurer, then read 
the financial statement. 

Educational Work^ 

Miss A. B. Cooke, educational sec¬ 
retary, In a very able and interesting 
report, reviewed the work accom¬ 
plished in the direction of the I. O 
D. E. War Memorial educational 
scheme. The amount subscribed for 
this purpose throughout the Province 
was $20,358.01, of which the chapters 
In Victoria had contributed $2,636. 
Historical pictures have been pre¬ 
sented to most of tho city schools, 
while six chapters have also sub¬ 
scribed for British periodicals for cir¬ 
culation in the schools of their adop¬ 
tion. In this way fostering a taste for 
British literature and keeping the 
younger generation in touch with cur¬ 
rent Imperial events. Miss Cook* 
alsiA'guve a detailed resume of each 
chapter's work'along secondary edu-i 
cation and war memorial lines. 

Officers Electad. 

Mrs. R. B. McMicklng. organizing 
secretary, announced that the Daisy 
Chain Junior Chapter had "grown up” 
and was new the Marguerite Primary 
Chapter under the regency of Mrs. 
Edward H. King. Mrs. David Doig. 
Echoes Secretary, gave an interest¬ 
ing resume of this branch. 

The election of officers resulted In 
Mrs, H. P. Hodges being made sec¬ 
ond vice-regent; Mrs. Brentzen, 
Echoes secretary, and Mrs. Gordon 
Smith, standard-bearer, all other of- 
tlcers having been re-elected by ac¬ 
clamation at the previous meeting. 

Hearst Publications. 

A resolution, moved by Mrs. W. H. 
Belson, ^petitioning the O. P. R. to ban 
all Hearst publications In their news¬ 
stands, on boats and trains, created 
much discussion. The resolution 


[^emanated from a request sent to the 
| National Chapter. I. O. D. E.. ‘ by 
some soldiers who returning from 
service overseas, were unable to ob¬ 
tain British publications on the C.P.R. 
trains or boats. 

After much )con8ideration of the 
subject an amendment, sponsored by 
Mrs. Hodges and seconded by Mrs. L. 
H. Hardie, to the effect that "This 
Municipal Chapter here In annual 
meeting assembled petition the C.P.R. 
to Include British publications on 
their news stands in trains and boats, 
to counteract the efTect of the Hearst 
publications," was passed by the 
meeting and will be forwarded to the 
National Chapter for endorsation.

To make the grounds for divorce 
the same for women as for men, Mrs. 
Ralph Smith has presented a resolu¬ 
tion to the B. C. Legislature, propos¬ 
ing that the Dominion Government be 
asked to pass the necessary amend¬ 
ing legislation. 

At present, it is explained, a man 
can claim divorce from his wife on 
the grounds of infidelity alone, but a 
woman must prove cruelty and desor- 
tion as well as infidelity. x 

Mrs. Smith in her resolution says: 

“Whereas there is in force in the 
Province of British Columbia the di¬ 
vorce law of England as the same 
stood In the year 115$: 

"And whereas the power of the 
Legislature with respect to divorce i 
has, under the Act of Confederation, 
been reserved to the Federal Parlia¬ 
ment, add it would seem that this 
Province has no power to amend its 
existing law on divorce: 

“And whereas the said law at pres¬ 
ent in effect is inadequate and un¬ 
just: 

"And whereas the Federal Parlia- i 
ment has not passed divorce legisla- j 
tlon of-general application and may 
not do so in the immediate future: 

“Be it therefore Resolved, That this 
House is firmly of the opinion that the 
divorce law o{ this Province should be 
immediately amended with a view to 
removing the Inequality in the posi¬ 
tion of husband and wife with respect 
to divorce, and with a view to mod¬ 
ernizing the whole law on the sub¬ 
ject. 

"And be it further Resolved, That 
this House is of the opinion that, in the 
event of no Federal legislation of gen¬ 
eral Federal applicability being 
l*assed. the Federal Parliament should 
pass the requisite amending (sgisla-

Wilson was unknown a year ago and liis admirers recalled to¬ 
day that it was only a few years ago that he received $11 for fight¬ 
ing against. Knockout Sweeney. 

Wilson demonstrated that he is far from a “cheese champion." 
Owing to the fact that tile middleweight champion remained idle 
for many months after winning the crown from, O’Dowd, fight 

fans thought he was just a fluke 
fighter. However, lust night Wilson 
proved that he was just as good as 
the redoubtable Q Dowd. 

A Record Crowd. 

O’Dowd, the former titleholder, re¬ 
ceived a guarantee of |20j000. The 
total receipts were $107,623. The con¬ 
test was witnessed by 13,306 persons, 
one of the largest crowds that ever 
assembled for a boxing match in the 
history of the structure. 

Jt was announced to-day by Wil¬ 
son's manager that the champion 
fought with a sprained right hand, 
suffered in a training bout last Sun¬ 
day. O’Dowd reiterated charges made 
during the fight that he had been 
struck in the-groin. He said physi¬ 
cians who examined him confirmed 
his statements. 

Referee Gave Decieion. I 

Referee McAvoy gave the fight to 
Wilson when the judges disagreed. I 
The .bout was n rather disappoint¬ 
ing one from a fistic standpoint, as, 
e&ct^ man seemed afraid of the other j 
and O’Dowd only adopted his famous 
rushing tactics occasionally. 

Wilson, who has the longer reach, 
was able to stand off or outpoint 
O'Dowd as long as the ex-champion 
was content to box or spar, but when¬ 
ever O'Dowd stepped inside to fight 
in his usual rushing fashion, Wilson 
was the sufferer. 

O’Dowd Complains, 
least thr^e times O'Dowd com- 
plulned Wilson was hitting low with 
his left swings to the body. In the 
thirteenth round when thetr heads 
bumped, blood spouted from a cut 
over O’Dowd’s temple. During the 
last two rounds O’Dowd was bothered 
by this mishap. 

There was heavy wagering on the 
result. Wilson was a pronounced 
favorite in the betting during the day, 
the odds being quoted at eleven to 
five, but when the men reached the 
ringside the betting was largely at 
even money. When the referee’s de¬ 
cision was announced, It was re¬ 
ceived with neither much applause 
nor derision. 

Both principals had weighed In 
under the stipulated 160 pounds at 
2 p.m. Wilson turned the scales at 
158 and O'Dowd weighed 15914 - 
In Good Condition. 

Wilson was the first to enter the 
ring, and he received a warm re¬ 
ception. O’Dowd, who climbed be¬ 
tween the ropes a minute later, was 
greeted by cheers from all parts of 
the house. Both appeared to be in 
excellent condition. 

The first preliminary bout was a 
six-round contest between George 
Kitson, local bantamweight, and 
Jimmy Tomasulu, of Elizabeth, N.J., 
and ended in a draw.

Charles Denby. of New York, bro¬ 
ther of Edwin Denby, of Detroit, re¬ 
cently elected United States Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy In President Hard¬ 
ing’s Cabinet, reached port to-day by 
the liner Suwa Maru from the Far 
East.

He was general sec¬ 
retary of the Provisional Government 
established by the Allied Powers in 
the district of Tientsin, 1900-2: for¬ 
eign adviser to the Governor-General^ • 
of North China. 1902-5; consul-gen¬ 
eral at Shanghai, 1907-9. and repre¬ 
sented the» American Government at 
Vienna from June, 1909, to February 
28. 1915, when he resigned to become 
vice-president of the Hupp Motor 
Car Corporation. 

Mr. Denby was In Yokohama wt|tn 
he learned that his brother had been 
; chosen to be a member of the Hard¬ 
ing Cabinet. He says that his brother 
has an intimate knowledge of navy 
affairs and he believes that his ex¬ 
perience in naval matters will help 
him in his important post. 

Mr. Donby says business conditions 
in China have been seriously affected 
by the exchange situation. He ex¬ 
pects. however, to see a rapid im¬ 
provement In Oriental trade. 

On arrival here Mr. Denby received 8 
a number of telegrams from Wash-

If they had the clear vision and fore-

attempted to take away real beer, 
in Had they so modified their policy

public of the Province. 

Near Beer Culpable. 

Near-beer, or the beverage flaunt- 
• ing under that label, had materially 
assisted to make the situation worse 
■ than it was fojpc years ago. The** 

© were views, Mr. Sloan admitted, that 
k possibly would not find favor with 
the majority of the people of British 
Columbia. He. however, was not 
looking to to-day, nor to to-morrow, 
but was prepared to place himself on 
record now confident that the de¬ 
velopments of the future years would 
provide his justification. He stood 
for a policy that would make ad¬ 
vancement safe and sane. Many ef¬ 
forts would be made before the final 
solution of this problem was found in 
British Columbia. 

The people would learn that there 
“is no short cut to the millenium, Mr. 
Sloan went on. “Progress in all lines , 
of human endeavor, whether It be 
social, industrial, or communal, came ' 
by a process of evolution. You could 
not bridge the gap from one extreme 
to another In a day. Prohibitions 
had attempted that in the United « 
States and in various Provinces of 
Canada. Everywhere It was break¬ 
ing down. In the United States there 
now were so many boot-leggers that 
it was seriously suggested that those 
who did not belong to the fraternity 
should tpear buttons to avoid con¬ 
fusion. 

Various Liquor Groups. , 

There were the honest prohibition- t 
ists who were content to go slow,; « 
sure in the conviction that only by 
this means would their goal be ob¬ 
tained, the Minister declared. 

There was the zealot, the extrem¬ 
ist, who forgot all other consider¬ 
ations in the feverish desire to at¬ 
tain his object immediately and In 
spite of all obstacles—the ingrained 
habits, prejudices and convictions 
bred of centuries of practice. 

There was the self-centred ele¬ 
ment. preachers of the gospel of so¬ 
cial discontent, who saw, in a peo¬ 
ple deprived of their long enjoyed 

J beverages, a more fertile ground for 
revolutionary seen. 

Then there was the cunning poli¬ 
tician who was willing to fan any 
breeze for the sake of a temporary 
advantage. 

Legislative Reform Impossible. 

To reform by legislation was im¬ 
possible. The world was progress¬ 
ing. A higher state was being reach¬ 
ed. It would not, however, be 
brought about by sudden changes. 
Such was not the law of nature. If 
prohibitionists had given of their 
time, energy, enthusiasm and ability 
to the education of the people to the 
harms of intemperance in the same 
measure as they pressed for prohi¬ 
bitory law they would be further 
ahead to-day. Perhaps their march 
would have been slower, but they 
would have arrived the more surely. 
Mandatory legislation, he repeated, 
could not be successfully imposed 
upon an unready and an unwilling 
people. J 

Curse of Drink/ 

Unquestionably. Hon. Mr. Sloan 
said, there was such a thing as "the 
curse of tfrink." Ruined homes, 
broken families, and helpless chil¬ 
dren often resulted through intemp¬ 
erance. and they appealed to the 
sympathy of all good citizens. The 
Bill as it stood would not better this 
condition. It would exploit the hard 
liquor at (he expense of the less 
harmful beverage. Personally he be¬ 
lieved In temperance, who didn’t? 

But it was a question now of a choice 
between two evils. He would have
